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Assad Warning: 
‘Just Settlement’ 
Or Another War 


DAMASCUS, April 27 (UPI).—President Hafez al-Assad of Syria 
Warned today that the Arabs would not hesitate to start a fifth 
Arab-Israeli war if a “just settlement" in the Middie East is not 


negotiated soon. 


Speaking to a group of British journalists after talks with British 
Foreign Secretary David Owen, Mr, Assad said, “If a Geneva con- 
ference is not held and a just settlement is not reached, and if 
Arab territory and the national! rights of the Palestinian peopic are 


not restored, then Syria, Jordan, 
Egypt, and all the Arab countries 
will seek without hesitating to 
achieve all this by force.” 

“Syria cannot make any con- 
cessions to Israel to reach peace. 
We have nothing to give up,” 
Mr. Assad said in his strongest 
warning so far on the Mideast 
Situation. 

“What is it that we must rive 
up?" he asked. “Why should the 
Arabs be more enthusiastic about, 
Geneva than Israel? Why should 
the Arabs be more enthusiastic 
about peace in the Middle East 
than Israel?” 

Asked if he believed an Arab- 
Tsraeli peace could be concluded 
this year. Mr. Assad was cau- 
tious. “I believe it is possible that 
Some progress can be made in 
the near future, but considerable 
efforts are still needed.” he said. 

He blamed Israel for the con- 
tinuing deadlock in finding a 
formula under which the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
could attend a Geneva confer- 
ence—considered essential to the 
talks’ success, “Israel's rejection 
of PLO participation is not just 
8. refusal to talk to the Palestin- 
jans, but instead a rejection of 
the Palestinian people's national 
and legitimate rights.” 

The Syrian President, who has 
played a pessimistic counterpoint 
to the ebullient peace promises of 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat, said he did “not notice any 
differences” in his talks with 
Mr, Owen. 

Mr. Owen, on his first official 
visit to the Middle East, said yes- 
terday thas Eritain believes αὶ 
Palestinian nations] home will be 
a key part of any Arab-Isrecli 
settlement. 

“The world pow recognizes 
that a home for the Palestinian 
people is one of the elements 
that will have to be discussed 
during negotiations,” he said at 
ἃ banquet given by Syrian For- 
eign Minister Abdel Halim Khad- 
dam.

WASHINGTON, May 12 (R). 
— The International Monetary 
Fund's managing director said 
today the real economic grow- 
th rate of the industrialised 
countries would slow this year 
to 4.5 per cent, compared to 
2bour 5.5 per cent in 1976. 

Mr. H. Johannes Witteveen 
was speaking in Holland to the 
Netherlands Christian Employ- 
ers Union. The text of his pre- 
pared remarks was made avail- 
able τὸ the press here. 

He said some modest accele- 
ration cf growth was expected 
this year among the primary 
producing courtries, while the 
econemies of the less develop- 
ed countries were likely to 
grow at rates close to their 
long-term trend. 


Despite this slowing in the 


industrialised world, there were 
ἃ number of encouraging signs 
providing hope for a transition 
to sound and more sustained 
economic growth, he added. 

He said there was a growing 
realisation among policy-makers 
that stability should be the 
prime objective, but he warned 
against “uncautious” efforts to 
force a swifter rate of economic 
growth at the price of inflation. 

Mr. Witteveen said emphasis 
must be given to restoring price 
stability if the world economic 
recovery was to continue. He 
pointed out that inflation in 
the industrialised world would 
continue to rise at seven per 
cent this year.

To Be Put on US, 


Aerosol Sprayers 

WASHINGTON, April 27 (Reu- 
ters).—-The U.S. government 
took a step toward banning 
nerosol containers using possibly 
harmful gases by ordering that 
they carry a warning label, 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, which regulates about 
85 per cent of aerosol products 
containing fluorocarbon gases, 
said that the measure would take 
effect as of Oct. 31. 

Scientists have warned that the 
release of the gases in the earth's 
atmosphere may reduce the ozone 
level, thereby ‘imereasing the 
amount of harmful radiation 
reaching the earth’s surface and 
inereasing the earth's temperature, 

FDA commissioner Donald 
Eennedy said in a2 statement 
that the agency would soon an- 
nounce details of a ban on all 
aerosol containers with fluorc- 
varbons.

Metric Highway Signs in’78 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP). 
—Speed signs along U.S. roads 
and highways would be convert- 
ed to the metric system next year 
under regulations being drawn 
up by the Federal Highwar Ad- 
ministration. 

There is no plan to print both 
metric and English figures on 
signs τὸ ease the familiarization, 
a highway eon official 
said. 

‘Under the plan, the conversion 
of all speed limit signs would 
take place in 2 90-day period end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1978. Vertical clear- 
ance signs for overpasses also 
would be changed by that date. 

Automakers are planning to in- 
stall metric speedometers and 
odometers in new cars, Speed- 
ometers in old models can be 
changed with a paste-on label. 

The official said the plan calls 
for converting warning «nd regu- 
latory signs by Sept. 30, 1980, and 
milepost and guide signs, such 
as those designating distances to 
cities, by Sept. 30, 1982. 

Warning signs provide infor- 
mation on such things as divided 
highways and railroad and pedes~ 
trian crossings. Regulatory signs 
are those with messages such as

Court Broadens 
Inheritance Right 
Of Megitimate 


. WASHINGTON, April 27 
(N¥YT).—The Supreme Court rul- 
ed 5 to 4 yesterday that it is un- 
constitutional for states to bar 
iiegitimate children from in- 
heriting from their fathers, when 
their fathers die without leav- 
ing a will, 

The ruling does not mean that 
Hegitimate children must he 
given exactly the same rights of 
inheritance as legitimate chil- 
dren, who generally are entitled 
throughout the nation to be con- 
sidered legal heirs, when the 
father dies without 8 will. 

The ruling, for instance, appears 
to allow states to require some 
type of paternity determination 
as 3 condition of inheritanee, 

Written by Lewis Powell Jr. 
the ruling specifically strikes 
down an Illinois statute that 
allowed legitimate children to 
inherit only from their mothers, 
not their fathers, in cases where 
the parent died, intestate—with- 
out a will— but allowed legitimate 
children to inherit from either 
parent, 

Some 20 states have similar 
Limits on “intestate succession” 
as it is called, by illegitimates. 
The ruling appears to invalidate 
them as well.

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Reporting the Third World 


While Ethicpia expels correspondents and 
the Congo bans newspapers. the question of 
Western coverage of the Third World grows 
more acute. There are realities in the prob- 
jem as well as fantasies: in any case, the 
rising importance of the developing nations. 
eronomicaliy and strategically, makes the 
issue one of great Importance. 

A rea] srievance of Third World countries 
js the relative lack of informed coverage, It 
used tm be said in the U.S. press. before 
World War IL. that no Latin American coun- 
try could get ἃ paragraph in a newspaper 
in the United States unless it had a revolu- 
tion. Today, the trend toward greater in- 
terest in domestic problems is showing itseif 
in many newspapers in many countries. And 
even when a war like that in Shaba Province, 
er a crisis such as that which divides south- 
em Africa demands Westerr attention. there 
can be evidences of a culture gap in the 
stories or in their interpretation. That the 
politics of Timbuktu are not necessarily 
those of Chicago is 2 patent fact that the 
inhabitants of both cities may ignore. 

Yet the great bulk of the material emerc- 
ing from the Third World into the Western 
press is informed, and the quality improves 
as Teporters and editors acquire greater ex- 
pertise in areas that until recently reposed 
tn the backwaters of Western journalism. 
The Third World can be confident that, so 
far as technical skills and understanding 
are concerned, their case has already been 
presented with considerable clarity to the 
West--and this will under encouragement, 
grow. 


But there is another matter involved in 
the problem—one which has afflicted news- 
papers since they first were printed. That 
is the unwillingness of people to read or 
hear things that sound unpleasant to them. 
This particularly troubles government offi- 
cials, as Americans learned plainly during 
Watergate and as the Ethiopian military 
government states flatly in ejecting Western 
reporters. The Information Ministry in 
Addis Ababa said that the correspondents 
had “been giving very little attention to 
official government statements and had 
instead often relied on hearsay. rumors and 
fabricated propaganda materials of counter- 
revolutionary elements.” 

There ts probably not much pone in 
putting forward the freedom guaranteed the 
press under the First Amendment of the 
Constitution as an argument against that 
approach But in plain fact, whenever a 
free press nas been suppressed, the “hearsay, 
rumors and fabricated propaganda” have 
multiplied against those who did the sup- 
pression. Their own people may (although 
this is often not the case) be mentally coerced 
by the official press, but the world outside 
is not—end the developing nations cannot 
exist as 8 government-applied enigma amid’ 
the nations they rely on for development. 
The Third World has genuine complaints 
about its image—but these cannot be met 
by imposing artificial constraints on the 
truth, Such constraints will do, and are 
doing. greater damage to that image than 
any free operations of the press could 
inflict. 


Misusing the CIA 


In requesting the Central Intelligence 
Agency to deelassify rts report on world pe- 
troleum zesources, President Carter yielded 
to an understandable impnise with conse- 
quences that may do him and the CIA more 
harm. than good. 

Tt is not unusual for the CIA to do studies 
on Soviet and Commanist Chinese oii pro- 
duction and on other international economic 
subjects or for the agency to make all or 
part of these studies public. For at least 
20 years, such declassified pepers have been 

. made available through the Commerce De- 
partment. The CIA has also provided hard- 
to-get data, particularly on the Communist 
world, for annual reports by the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee of Congress. 

What is unusual is for a research paper 
to be declassified immediately after its 
preparation and as part of 2 public relations 
effort im behalf of a major presidential 
program. Release of the CLA report touched 
off last week's media ὈΠῸΣ for the Carter 
energy program, thrusting the CIA into the 
center of a political controversy, just where 
& does not belong. 

The publication of this report was rela- 
tively innocent but nonetheless unfortunate, 


it was unfair to the CIA imsofar as it casts 
doubt on the intellectual detachment with 
which the information was prepared. Since 
the study was requested for the National 
Security Council at a time when the Pres- 
tdent’s energy program was in preparation 
and since those who drafted it were un- 
questionably aware of the pro-conservation 
drift of Mr. Carter's thinking, it would have 
been astonishing if the report had concluded 
that the outlook is rosy and no conserva- 
tion measures are necessary. In reality, 
however, the study is in line with previously 
published CLA data. Some private experts 
foresee more abundant sources of petroleum 
becoming available as the price rises, but 
Adm, Stansfield Turner, the CIA director, 
explains his agency's estimates are based on 
information that the Soviet Union in the 
next decade will shift from oll exporter to 
importer. 

Nevertheless, the suspicion that the facts 
were “cooked” to fit Mr. Carter's recipe has 
already been published in various quarters. 
This suspicion would never have arisen if 
the report had been allowed to become public 
in the normal way, and without a White 
House imprimatur.

Another Warning From Europe 


In Rome last week, students fought with 
police and & sniper killed a policeman. In 
London during the weekend, an organization 
ealled the National Front held a rally de- 
manding the expulsion of blacks and Asians 
from Britain. Italy and Britain remain the 
most threatened of the major Western Eu- 
roepean economies—those with the highest 
inflation rates, the largest trade deficits and. 
at least im the case of Britain, the widest 
unemployment. There is more to interna- 
tional economics than numbers on 2 chart. 
These countries are now under great and 
growing strain, and an indication of it is 
tne resort here and there to perverse 
politics. The real expianations of Europe's 
slack times are less appealing, in the streets, 
than the rhetoric of the irrational is. 

Neither of these incidents constitutes 5 
trend. Neither amounts to anything more 
than a flickering of the yellow warning 
Hght. The racist rally in London drew per- 
haps a thousand demonstrators. They were 
considerably outnumbered by the police. 
who more or less successfwly prevented 
eounter-demonstrators of the left from 
getting at them. The street fighting in 
Rome was. in the Italian manner. more dra- 
matic but also more ambiguous. As with 
the other violent protest movements in 
Western Europe, the Roman student radicals 
are altogether isolated from any wider sup- 
port. At this point they are largely victims 
af themselves. During the past decade, the 
students have very nearly destroyed the 
University of Rome with their demands for 
epen admission and a change in grading, As 
a result. not altogether unnaturaliy. the 
gniversitr’s graduates are having even more 


trouble finding jobs than other young 
Itallans. 

There have been other outbursts of radical 
violence in Italy in recent years and, in the 
past, they have faded away. But the current 
trouble is having a greater impact because 
of the extremely fragile character of tne 
present conservative government, It stays 
in power only at the susferance of the Com- 
munists. and the radicels’ taunts and abuse 
are beginning to get under the Communists” 
skin. Until iate winter. the Communist 
party seeemed inclined to think that it had 
plenty of time and’ could continue in its 
present position for another year or so. But 
now the Communists are apparently begin- 


- ning to wonder whether they let matters 


Stand that long without suffering serious 
losses of prestige and authority among their 
own following. 

Three months ago, the United States was 
talking briskly about a concerted worldwide 
drive to speed up economic recovery and to 
lift production. But now the Carter admin- 
istration has dropped most of its own plans 
for cranking up business activity here this 
year. The dominant nations, the United 
States and West Germany, agree that they 
cannot risk further infiation. As a result, 
the summit meeting of the rich nations in 
London next month is unlikely to contribute 
much more than carefully phrased general- 
ities to the condition of the weaker countries 
of Western Europe. The outlook there is. 35 
the weather bureau might put it. a 75-per- 
cent chance of more ugly street demonstra- 
tions as long as unemployment is high and 
standards of living are declining.

Industrial activity in February 
actually fell by ἃ steep 19 per 
cent instead of the 1.1-per-cent 
drop that MITT announced earlier 
this month. The ministry's latest 
revision shows that the indusirial 
activity Index actually gained a 
slight 0.3 per cent in January 
instead ‘of the previously reported 
O2-per-cent drop. In December, 
the index fell 0.1 per cent after

The March trade deficit of $2.4 
billion represented the fow'th 
time in the last five months that 
the size of the deficit has set.a 
record, The previous high was 
February's $1.87-billion deficit. 

In releasing the monthly ex- 
Port-import trade data. the Com- 
merce Department said the defi- 
cit for the first quarter was 85.9 
billion, slightly higher than the 
$5.87-billion deficit registered for 
the whole of last year. 

{News of the widening deficit 
Sent the dollar lower on Europe- 
an foreign exchange markets. 

The sharpest move was against 
the Swiss frane with the dollar 
now worth 2.5948 francs compar- 
ed with yesterday's 2.5325.

U.S. Firms’ Inventory Rise 
Is Bolstering the Economy 


NEW YORK, April 91 (AP- 

DJ:.—U.S. companies are build- 
ing their inventories at a faster 
rate—and thereby imparting new 
aip to the economy. 
. “Businessmen still are cautious, 
but they're bouncing back from 
the winter and they've finished 
the cuts they made in late 1976." 
says Richard Everett, vice-presi- 
dent of Chase Manhattan Bank. 
“They'll be increasing stocks in 
line with sales, and we look for 
a strong rise in sales.” 

Last week the Commerce De- 
partment annonnced that busi- 
ness inventories rose in the first 
quarter at an annual rate of §7.5 
billion, a sharp gain from the 
$L7-billion rate of last year's 
fourth quarter. The inventory 
rise largely explained the fact 
that the gross national product, 
adjusted for inflation, rose at a 
5.2-per-cent annua] rate in the 
January-March period—far ex- 
ceeding most forecasts and top~ 
ping the fourt quarter's Pane 
cent rate. 

Most analysis Jook for ἃ con- 
tinued rise in inventory accumu~ 
Jation rates throughout this year 
and into 1878. One factor, besides 
rising sales, may be buymg to 
hedge against possible strikes in 
the copper and coal industries 
later this year. 

“And if inflation expectations 
rise, as I think they will, youl 
see some inflation hedge buying.” 
says Lacy Hunt, vice-president 
of Fidelity Bank. “We could see 
inventories growing at a $25-bil-

” “THE WONDERFUL YEARS 


By Reiner Kunz, Translated from German by 
Neugroschel.

JE τῶ take you no more then 
an hour end 4 half to read 
this book the first time. The 
second time will take longer. 
The third time, you will probably 
Pause at certain passages, having 
already memorized them, and 
look around for an ear into 
which to quofe. For instance: 


“On the morning of August 22, 
1968, my wife nearly tripped: ἃ 
bouquet. of gladioli lay at our 
door. An elderly couple of the 
neighborhood had 8 garden and 
would sometimes bring us flowers. 
“They probably didnt want to 
disturb us last night,’ said my 
wife. 

“That afternoon, she came 
with three bouquets in her arms. 
“These are only some of them,’ 
They had been left 
for her at the hospital where 
she works, and. nobody but my 
wife was surprised. . Everyone 
knows she's from Czechoslovakia.” 

That's it, the whole of a two- 
paragraph story—vignette, anec- 
dote, haiku—called “Behind the 
Front.” Nothing flasby, no 
rhetorical fatty tissue, just bone 
words. It helps to know, of 
course, that husband and wife 
are living in East Germany and 


- that on Aug. 20, 1968, at night, 


i Polish, 


got rid of Alexander Dubcek 
because “he hadnt shown the 
necessary severity toward the 
class enemy.” 

Tt helps, but we already know 
quite a lot- about the wife, and 
how her husband feels about her, 


the final paragraph of another, 
slightly longer story, because it 
also touches on an unspoken 
gesture of communal solidarity, 
the way we are human to one 
another when we aren't allowed 
to talk out loud. A famous, con- 
troversial man has died. The 
police don't want any fuss and 
make it difficult to attend his 
funeral. Then: 


“When the mourners come out 
of the crematorium, they can't 
see. The cemetery lights have 
been switched off. The road 
runs downhill, with one or two 
steps here and there. But is 
lined with people. Each one 
standing on a step says ‘step.’ 
So nobody falls.” 

I have used almost as many 
words.to describe the situation as 
Reiner Kunze uses to write the 
entire story, and I left out three 
or four sajiences. This book is 
more then economical; it is 
minimalist prose, moral pointil- 
lism. By ‘comparison, Hemingway 
was a chatterbox. 

Reimer Kunze is a 44-year-old 
East: German poet, one-time 
teacher and one-time locksmith, 
@ miner's s0n who recently be- 
came #@-man without a country 
when “The Wonderful Years” 
was first published in West Ger~ 
many: last year he expected to 
be arrested. The East Germans, 
instead, expelled him from the 
Writers’ Union and impounded 
his passport. Now he is in exile.

They Are Punks 
And Proud of It

ONDON (WP).—They poke safety pins through their 
ears end cheeks. They link ear lobes to nostrils 
with τοιοῦ chains and wrap their necks with heavy 
deg leashes, bike locks and metal collars. They wear 
skin-tight black shiny vinyl pants, ripped garbage can 
liners, fishnet hose and stiletto heels. 

Their hair color is a paintbrush sweep of red, green, 
yellow, Tribal paint substitutes for eyelimer, and safety 
pins, nails and razor blades are their Jewelry. Swastikas 
decorate thelr epatdets, obscene slogans their torn 
T-shirts. 

They are punks and proud of it, devotees of the punk 
rock music that bas popped up from Paris to Los 
Angeles in the last year. Their territory here is Kings 
Road in Chelsee, where Saturday afternoons they stroll 
with friends, checking the new garb at shops named 
Boy and Seditionaries, They flock to dark clubs when 
the punk rock groups play a gig, respond when they 
like something by “pogoing” (jumping up and down!, 
but ususlly do not respond at all 

They are. for the most, bored teenagers, legally out 
of school and hopelessty on the dole, or frustrated fac- 
tory workers, cifice messengers or girl Fridays or clerks, 
seeing DO Teason to expect that their dreary, daily, 
depressed life is going to change. 

Their get-up screams “look at me” and if it takes 
shock or disgust or even Nazl imsignia to get that 
attention, they are game to try it, Nothing lest. 

it is the 1977 answer to the mods and rockers, a 
jolt in the decade-long British fashion dokirums which 


has sprung from the current depression and a rejection 


of stiff-upper-lip bureaucracy. 

The stance is one of social aggression & 15, “Clock~ 
work Orange’—they sometimes spit or even vomit on 
passersby—but there is virtually no actual violence. 

Typical is Shane Kelly, who has sulphuric yellow hair 
and wears pins in his cheek, Eelly was ambling on 
Kings Road recently with his bride of that morning, 
Bonita, who works in a bre factory in a London suburb.
